That Is the conclusion 
of an original International survey 
of blood pressure, experience, pre- 
sented at this afternoon's session of 
the seventeenth annual convention 
of the Association of Life Insur- 
ance Presidents. 
The survey, which was submitted 
by Chiey Actuary Arthur Hunter 
of the New York Life Insurance 
Company, covera 
life 
insurance 
blood pressure records in many 
widely separated countries. From 
these statistics, affecting represen- 
tative -roups in China, Japan, Aus- 
tralia, Argentine. Canada, and the 
United States. Hunter believes that 
blood pressure 
is not affected by 
race, but that !t Is principally af- 
fected by kind 
and quantity of 


food. 
It was also disclosed by Hunter 
that the leading American life in- 
surance companies are now pooling1 
their 
blood pressure experience 
covering about 1,000,000 lives in 
this country 
and 
Canada In an 
effort further to study the relation 
of such pressure to longevity. 
"Blood pressure 
slightly lower 
than the average," said Hunter, "Is 
favorable to longevity provided tho 
persona in the group are In good 
health. The higher the. blood pres- 
sure is above 
the 
average 
the 
greater the 
mortality above the 
normal. Persona with a, distinctly 
high pressure are prone to develop 
diseases of the heart, blood ves- 
sels and 
kidneys, 
the mortality 
from heart disease, apoplexy an 
Bright's disease 
being very high 
amon§r them. A moderate use of to- 
bacco does not seem to have much 
influence on the blood pressure. 
"During the war years 1917 and 
1918 there were restrictions In the 
diet of tho American people and 
althoug'h such restrictions were not 
a matter of compulsion, they were 
faithfully observed by the mass of 
citizenry. Among the crues exam- 
ined at one life Insurance company 
home office in New York, the pres- 
sure during 1917, 1918 and 1819 
wa« about two degrees lower than 
in the preceding three years.

the development of the great 
power and navigation project of 
the St. Lawrence river, for which 
efforts are now being made to 
secure the necessary treaty with 
Canada.

RAILROAD DAAV 
CRITICISM ANSWERED. 


Criticism ot the railroad law 
has been directed, first, to the 
section laying down the rule by 
which nitos are fixed, and pro- 
viding for payment to the gov- 
ernment nnd use of excess earn- 
ings; second, to the method for 
the adiustment of wage scales; 
and third, to the authority per- 
mitting consolidations. 
It has been erroneously as- 


sumed that the act undertakes to 
guarantee railroad earnings. The 
law requires that rates should be 
Just and reasonable. 
That has 


always been the rule under which 
rates have been fixed. To make 
a rate that does not yield a fair 
return results In confiscation, and • 
conilscatory rates are of course 
unconstitutional.

and stimulate euch action, al- 
ways subject to the approval of 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission.

REVISION OF NATIONAL 
JOAW RECOMMENDED. 


As no revision of the laws of 


the United States has been made 
since 1S78, a commission or com- 
mittee should be created to un- 
dertake this work. The judicial 
council 
reports that two more 


district judges are needed in the 
southern district of New York, 
one in the northern district of 
Georgia, and two more circuit 
Judges In the Circuit Court ot 
Appeals of the eighth 
circuit. 


Legislation should be considered 
for this purpose. 
It is desirable to expedite the 


hearing and disposal of cases. 
A commission of federal Judges 
and lawyers should be created to 
recommend legislation by which

Court needs legislation 
revising and simplifying the laws 
governing revJeAV by that court, 
and enlarging- tho classes of cases 
of too little public Importance to 
be subject to review. 
Such re- 


forms would expedite the trans- 
action of the business of the 
courts. 
The administration of 


Justice is likely to fall If it be 
long delayed. 
The national government has 


never given adequate attention to 
its prison problems. It ought to 
provide 
employment 
In 
such 


forms of production as can be 
used by the government, though 
not sold to the public in com- 
petition with 
private business, 


for all 
prisoners 
who can be 


placed at work, and for which 
they should receive a reasonable 
compensation, available for their 
dependents. 
Two independent reforniator- 


Jta are needed; one for the segre- 
gation of 
women, and another 


for the segregation of young men 
serving their first sentence. 


The administration of justice 


would bo facilitated greatly Tiy 
including- In the bureau of In- 
vestigation of the department of

the suppression of crime.

EXTENSION OF CTVUi 
SERVICE IMPORTANT. 
The maintenance and exten- 


sion of the classified civil serv- 
ice 
Is 
exceedingly 
Important. 


There are nearly 550,000 persons 
in the 
executive 
civil 
service 


drawing $700,000,000 of yearly 
compensation. 
Four^flftha 
of 
these are in the classified serv- 
ice. This method of selection of 
employees of the United States Is 
especially 
desirable 
for 
the 


post office department. The civil 
service commission has recom- 
mended that postmasters at first, 
second, and third class offices 
be classified. 
Such action, ac- 


companied by a repeal of the 
four-year term of office, would 
undoubtedly be an Improvement. 
I also recommend that the field 
force 
for 
prohibition 
enforce- 


ment 
be 
brought 
within 
the 


classified civil service without 
covering In the present member- 
ship.

I then set fire to the bed mat- 
tress and as the .smoke and fire 
grew bigger. I ripped the can- 
vas from the corpse. 
The sight 


of the faoe of my friend, casual 
friend that he was, completely 
unnerved1 me. When I came to 
my senses outside the house, I 
still had the canvas in my hand. 
I looked back at the cottage, but 
the fog was so thick that I could 
not see whether the house was 
burning or not. I fled from the 
scene in terror. 
To thJi day I 


don't know whether the house 
was burned down or whether the 
body was burned up. All I want- 
ed to do was to get away from 
that cottage and forget. 


I walked all the'way to Alloez,, 
a suburb of Superior, Wis., and 
then took . an Omaha train to 
Chicago. I was so scared that I 
did not even dare to look at a 
newspaper. 
I was afraid that I 


would go crazy it I read any- 
thing about the burning of the . 
cottage and McPhee's body, even 
though I was hopeful that the 
charred body would be Identified 
as my own. 


When I left I had been paying

In 1918 < was living In 


Eau Claire, Wis., -with my wife 
and two children. Eau Claire is 
about two hundred miles from 
Lake 
Nebagrammon, 
where 
I 


burned the body cf Allen McPhee. 


In 1919 I was president ol the 


Multitone Phonograph company 
in Eau Claire. 
Business began 


to grow bad 'and I turned to my 
friends and relatives for financial 
assistance. In spite of their as- 
sistance, I began to realize that 
my company- was due for a. crash. 
I then began to think of dropping 
from sight; leaving no word with 
my wife, or any friend. 
With 


this thought in mind I began to 
look about and wait until some 
one died In the neighborhood of 
my stature, one who was without 
friends or relatives. I began to 
think that It'would be easy to 
substitute a' body for my own, 
burn-It .and make a clean get- 
away. 


On August 17, 1520, I left Eau 


Claire 
and 
went 
to 
Douglas 


county on a supposed business 
trip. 
At Ijake Nebagammon I 


learned that on August 18, Alien 
McPhee, a casual friend, had been 
buried' that Very day. I went to 
the sexton, who proved to be a 
friend of mine. 
He showed me 


where McPhee. had been buried 
and I made .a note of It, thinking 
that. McFee, who I remembered 
was about my build, would fit in 
with my purposes. I intended to 
return, dig up McPhee's body and 
burn It as my own and disappear. 


, I ^hurried . around that after- 


noon and rented a cottage. About 
3', Q'.clock oh the morning of Au- 
gust 20 I returned to the ceme- 
tery, found an old shovel and dug 
up" McPhee's body. 
I took tho 


b'ody fl'pm the casket, carried it 
to a gravel pit 
near by and 


burled it. I then returned to the 
empty grave, dumped the empty 
casket into It, filled the grave 
and did my best to make it ap- 
pear that the grave had not been 
tampered with. 


The next night I dug McPhee's 


body from the gravel pit, wrap- 
ped it in canvas and carried it to 
a roadway near the cemetery, 
placed the corpse In my automo- 
bile and drove to the cottage I 
rented. I then carried the body 
to the second floor oC the cottage 
arid placed It on the'bed.

The Treaty of Amiiy and Congress with 


Turkey contains thirty-two articles and assures 
the United States and its nationals in Turkey 
as favorable treatment as that accorded any 
other nation. The extradition treaty is no dif- 
ferent from the usual ones of that nature. 
The Afexicau agreement provides that Ameri- 
can, oil companies retain their right to sub- 
soil acquired and exploited prior to May 1,

EXACT APPORTIONMENT. 


If 'Calilqtnia is to show in the next Republi- 


can national convention a strength proportion- 
ate to that displayed in the 1920 election a 
change in ;the apportionment plan as reported 
from Washington will have to be effected. 


It is the contention of Albert E. Boynton,, 


chairman of the Republican State Committee, 
that the proposed scheme of apportioning dele- 
gates is .unjust to this state in that it denies 
California nearly one-third of the number of 
delegates to which it would be entitled under 
an exact computation figured on the basis of 
the 1920. vote. Mr. Boynton has the figures 
to back his argument; he can prove his point 
with a simple example in division. 


Under an exact apportionment this state 


would have thirty-nine delegates to the conven- 
tion. 
The proposed plan would allow but 


twenty-eight. Those eleven votes which would 
be added if the state were to be given its dues 
might well be regarded as important, for that 
is more than some of the smaller states Lave 
in all. 


The penalty which would be imposed upon 


California is made in favor of the South and 
California is not the only state which would 
suffer. Illinois, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Iowa, 
Missouri, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Kansas, Mass- 
achusetts and New York, if the present plan 
carries, cannot speak in convention with their 
full voice. On the other hand certain of the 
states in the "solid South" which have never 
cast a Republican electoral vote and in which 
the Republican party is little more than a 
framework will be given a part of the repre- 
sentation which, on election figures, belongs to 
the others. 


Unquestionably the Southern delegations 


have played a'larger part in convention deci- 
sions than the one to which they are entitled 
On the grounds of Republican strength. 


"I believe," says Mr. Boyntoii, "that it is the 


obligation and duty of the Republicans of Cali- 
fornia to demand their equitable representa- 
tion in the national convention, and to insist 
that none of the delegates rightfully belonging 
to this state, as a result of the ovcnvhclining 
support it gave to the Republican ticket in 
1920, shall be arbitrarily taken away from it 
and transferred to a group of traditionally 
Democratic states, which have no claim what- 
ever to an important' iuihiencc in the affairs 
of our party." 


Mr. Boynton has slated the case and started 


the fight which he hopes will result in an exact 
apportionment. He can point, for instance, to 
Tennessee which, under Ihe proposed plan, will 
be given twelve more delegates than its Repub- 
lican strength warrants and can show that Vir- 
ginia, Texas, Alabama, Louisiana, Florida, 
Georgia, North Carolina, Mississippi and South 
Carolina would be given, iu the aggregate, 73 
more delegates than an'apportionment figured 
on one delegate to each sixteen thousand Re- 
publication votes cast in 1920 would -justify 


The National Committee, now in session, will 


decide the question within a short time. The 
plan which has been proposed is a step toward 
an equable apportionment but n. short one. The 
strong Republican states of the West • and 
Middle West are asking a complete forward 
7r\ovemcnt which would allow, their delegations 
to reflect their Republican strength in full.

that in future Chicago's streets he 
constructed with one gutter in tha 
middle instead of with two gut- 
ters, one at each 
Bide—in other 


words that street surfaces bo con- 
caved instead of convex as they are 
now—may be revolutionary, as H 
has been called, but it is not new. 
Indeed, the idea goes back to Ben- 
jiamlh Franklin, who urged it more 
.jthan'a century and R. auarter ago, 
•While', he was making both public 
and private appeals for the better 
cleaning and lightirp of the streets 
of London and Westminster. 


"Here let ma remark," wrote 


Franklin In his memoirs, "the con- 
venience o£ having but one gutter 
in -such a narrow street running 
down its middle, instead of two, 
one on each side near the footway* 
For where all, the rain that falls 
on a street runs r'r.om the sides and 
meets lriKthes mid-die it forms there 
a current strong?'[enough to wash 
away all the mud it meets with; 
but when divided Into two channels 
it is often

weak to cleanse 


either, and only makes'the mud 
more fluid."
